Springfield, Mass., Aug. 23.— throt- 

Rauch & Lang, Inc, Chicopee 
manufacturer, in conjunction with 
engineers of the General Electric 
Company made a successful test 
of a new type of gasoline-electric 
motor operated automobile yester- 
day. The company will start 
manufacturing these cars for reg- 
ular trade purposes at once. In 
appearance the new car follows 
lines of the standard mechanical 
gearset automobile. 

A six-cylinder Knight type engine 
was chosen for the car tested, and 
it is understood this will be used in 
all the cars manufactured. 

Connected directly to the crank- 
shaft of the engine in the place 
where the transmission assembly

gine. There is no gear shift and 
a dashboard switch reverses the cur- 
rent direction in the fields of the 
electric motor to effect a forward 
or reverse motion of the car. The 
car has hand-operated Westing- 
heuse airbrakes and has a hand- 
operated emergency brake. An elec- 
tric drive unit also provides a brak- 
ing device in the motor and gener- 
ator action which makes the air- 
brake and emergency brake seldom 
needed except when a quick stop 
is made.

son or property results therefrom. 
Speeding, where injury to person or 
property results therefrom. Driving 
without an operator's license. Driv- 
ing while intoxicated. Leaving scene 
of an accident without stopping

Washington, Aug 23.—A total 
ef 3,220,000 new passenger cars 
were purchased by the motorists 
of the United States during 1928. 
Comparing the number of new 
vehicles purchased with the num- 
ber junked, the figures show that 
during the year 1,007,000 more cars 
were bought than were junked. 
The total number junked aggre- 
gated 2,213,000 cars. 

Computed on a percentage basis, 
Michigan and Connecticut motorists 
purchased the highest number of 
new passenger cars. 

Registration of passenger cars as 
of January 1 totaled 1,084,615 in 
Michigan and 261,091 in Connecti- 
cut, of which 203,600 and 48,300, re- 
spectively, or 19 per cent. in cach 
state, were purchased in 1928. 

On the same basis New Jersey, 
Massachusetts and Montana ranked 
second with 18 per cent. cach; New 
York. South Dakota, District of Co- 
lumbia, Rhode Island and Delaware 
ranked third with 17 per cent. each; 
and Pennsylvania, Orlahoma, Ne- 
braska, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi. Utah and Wyoming tying 
for fourth place with a 16 per cent-

distinctive pearance 


A very practical feature is the 
low loading height of the bodies. 
The *,-ton unit, when unloaded 
is 26'. inches from the ground, 
and on the Il-ton and 4,090-pound 
truck chassis the unloaded load- 
ing height is 27 inches. This is 
considerable lower than waist 
high, which means that even a 
small man can load and unload 
either of these units with quick- 
ness and dispatch. 

Many unique features of design 
have been incorporated in the bodies 
of each model The sub-frame, 
built of hardwood and strongly re- 
inforced with corner forgings and 
Steel rails, is cut away at the frame 
kick-up.

The side doors, 35 inches wide, 
permit easy entrance and exit 
They are of all steel construction 
which insures a rigid door and a 
perfect fit They are hung on 
heavy automobile hinges. The rear 
doors are also of steel. 

Other features of the bodies are 
dome lights in the panel-delivery 
cars to facilitate night deliveries 
a flood light to illuminate the #riv- 
ing compartment, adjustable seats 
tilted to a comfortable driving 
angle and upholstered in genuine 
leather, adjustable steering column, 
rubber matin the driver's compart- 
ment, rear-vision mirror and 2 iull 
width tool box under the yeats. ‘The 
spare tire is carried in the left- 
front fender well 

Chromium plating is used on all 
extericr brightwork. Additional re- 
finements include Twin-beam 
headlights controlled from the 
steering wheel, automatic wind- 
Shield cleaner, 17-inch steel core 
safety steering wheel, one key. 
which fits the coincidental steer- 
ing-ignition lock, side and rear- 
door locks and spare tire lock. An 
attractive instrument board with 
the speedometer, hydrostatic as 
gauge, oil-pressure gauge, ammeter 
and engine thermometer neatly 
grouped under glass and indirectly 
illuminated provides an extra touch 
of beauty and convenience.

Auto Parts, Reading, Pa., 
Moves Three Times 
As Business Expands 


EADING, Pa., Aug. 23.—Mov- 
ing three times in seven years 
in the same block and on the 
same street is a real record to be 
proud of, but such has been the 
phenomenal progress of the Auto 
Pa: Cor:pany of Reading.

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Latest Engineering News of the Industry 
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Detroit-Windsor 
Tunnel Launched 


HE new 
will run under the Detroit River 
between Detroit and Windsor, Can- 
ada, is being constructed on dry 
land in sections that are launched, 
floated into position and sunk to 
their places on my bottom oi the 
river. The work is being carried on 
by the Ganedian Bridge Company 
at Ojibway, Canada. six mile 
the river from the tunn 
Each 25( section Oi 
nel, with an inside di ameter 
feet and an outside diam 
feet is construct on 
launching ways mueh as is a steel 
ship. The sections are built up of 
24-foot strips of steel plate electric- 
ally welded together with General 
Electric welding machines Ap- 
proximately one and three-quarter 
tons of welding electrode are re- 
quired for the 5,200 feet of caulk 
welding around the full circumfer- 
ence of the shell in forty-two places, 
and for the 1,100 fect of butt weld- 
ing.

all the joints are tested for 
leaks, bulkheads are placed 
at either end, and the huge 450-ton 
tube is launched It towed to 
the dock of the Canadi: eel Cor- 
poration at Ojibway. where some 
4,200 cubic yards of concrete are 
poured in to form the lining and 
outside covering. Now weighing ap- 
proximately 8,000 tons, the shell 
towed up the river to the tunnel site 
and sunk into the ditch in the river 
bed that has been dredged out for 
it 


On August 1, four of the sections 
had been set in place, and it is ex- 
pected that most of the remaining 
sections will be in place before cold 
weather comes. 

The approaches are being bored 
by the largest shield ever used in 
North America. The tunnel from 
the corner of Randolph and At- 
water Streets in Detroit to the 
river’s edge, 466 feet in length, was 
completed early this summer and 
the shield was transferred to the 
Windsor side, where it is now work- 
ing on the 986-foot approach to the 
river from that side. 

This giant shield, thirty-five feet 
in diameter and fifteen feet long, 
resembles -a curious overgrown bur- 
rowing animal. Its teeth and claws

The completed tunnel] will be al- 
most three-quarters of a mile long, 
approximately one-half a mile of 
which will be under the river. The 
roadway will be twenty-two feet 
wide and will allow a clearance of 
more than fourteen feet overhead. 
The width of the roadway will per- 
mit the operation of two lanes of 
traffic continuously, with ample 
space left for a third lane in case 
of an accident or fire. 

The use of steel, which made this 
form of construction possible, was 
in turn made possible by arc weld- 
ing. With arc welding it was pcs- 
sible to make water-tight seams.
